Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kondo et al. (U.S.P. 5, 320,897) in view of applicant's statement of the prior art. 

Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over. 
Jones (U.S.P. 4,649,064) In view of applicant's statement of the prior art. 

Claims 1-16, 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Akustso^et al (U.S.P. 4,740,420) in view of applicant^statement of the 
prior art. 

Claims 1-15 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Aono et al. (U.S.P. 4,946,781) in view of applicant's statement of the prior art. 

The teaching of the primary references are discussed in the last Office action. 
Applicant acknowledge^in his specification that the surface pH of ink jet receiving sheets 
is a result-effective parameter (see page 2, lines 5-9 and page 3, lines 8-12). 
Consequently, it would have been an obvious expedient to optimize the surface pH of 
the ink jet receiving sheets of the primary references. 

Applicant's assertion to the contrary, there is no evidence of unexpected results 
for any material other than calcium 4ftrtiete (i.e., the only material tested at pH values>5).
